WISCONSIN COURT 


Quotes Extensively From Decision In 


The Tax Cases Already 


Decided. 


Relying chiefly on decisions of the 


supreme court of this state, the at- 
torneys for the state occupied most 
of Saturday in argument before Judge 
Hastings on the atl valorem taxation 
case. H. W. Chynoweth. I. W. Leu- 
root and Attorney General Siurdevant 
addressed the court, to the effect that 
the legislature had the 
constitution- 


al right to classify railroad property 
into a class by itself, and consider 
it as an entirety for the purposes, of 
taxation; that the only limitations ''re- 
maining were that the rule of taxa- 
tion must be uniform throughout the 
entire class of property so classified 
for the purposes of taxation, and co- 
extensive in all the districts in and 
for which'the tax is laid; and that 
the art valorem law enacted by the 
legislature 
of 
1903 observes,' these 


proper restrictions 
and 
limitations 


fully, and is in fact the most equit- 
able1 system of taxation that can be 
devised. 
In. speaking o.f the 
many 


attacks the railroad attorneys have 
made upon the law, picking out. points 
of inequality, Mr. Lenroot referred to 
the oft-repeated, language of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court, that equal- 
ity of taxation • is a "dream unreal- 
ized" and that/the only'inquiry to be 
made by a court.is whether the rule 
of taxation is uniform. Mr, Lenroot 
also mentioned the language of the 
New Jersey court,- that "equality of 
taxation is a good thing to talk about, 
but it is unobtainable." He said that 
it was enough that the legislature had 
followed the rule of uniformity as 
laid down in the constitution and .had 
done its utmost TO make the taxes 
on the property of the railroads of 
the state as well as the property of 
individuals equitable and just. 
Re- 


ferring to the assertion of Mr. Fair- 
'chiid, that the rate of taxation in the 
ad valorem law is fixed by chance 
and Is In fact delegated to the tax 
commission by the legislature, Mr. 
Lenroot cited a long list 
of 
high 


court decisions' to the effect that it 
is sufficient for the legislature to pre- 
scribe the rule or principle by -which 
a committee or a board will arrive at 
the rate, and that in such cases it is 
to be considered that the actual fix- 
ins of the rate is an act of the legisla- 
ture itself. 
Much importance was at- 


tached to the well-known decision of 
the supreme court .of Wisconsin, the 
Wisconsin 'Central railroad company 
against Taylor county, reported in 
the 52d volume of the Wisconsin su- 
preme court reports, in which the 
court expressly overruled and revers- 
ed the doctrine of all previous cases 
in conflict, with (.he mind of the court 
at that time-, which was in agreement 
with the contention of the state in 
the present litigation. 
The railroad 


attorneys have laid much stress upon 
a number of thes-e cases expressly 
mentioned in the Taylor county cases 
as 'being reversed as to doctrine.

Contract Laborer* Complain. 


All the government officials in the 


city •\yhp would know about the matter 
are,'of course, reticent. -It is reported 
on reliable' authority, however, that 
the United Stales district attorney's 
office has already caused the warrant's 
to be issued. It is also known that 
the district attorney will take this 
action upon the initiative ot the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 


The govcrnmen officials had reaso'a 


to suspect for some time that the con- 
tract labor law had been violated,' but 
have always lacked'the necessary evi- 
dence to^ proceed against the alleged 
offenders. 
This time, howe.ver, four 


English tile setters, dissatisfied with 
conditions iu this country, complained 
to the immigration authorities, so the 
story goes, that they had been im- 
ported to fill workmen's places and 
that the concerns had not kept their 
contract.

This i's admitted to be the most gigan- 
tic engineering feat ever undertaken 
by man. Longer canals have been 
.made. The Suez ditch, for example. 
But none of them has presented the 
difficulties that vare encountered at 
Panama. Digging through a mountain 
range is a new proposition. 
Do Les: 


seps was successful in making the Suez 
waterway. Yet he fell down on Pana- 
ma. It remains for Uncle Sam to do 
what France failed to do. Will he suc- 
ceed? Who, knowing his history and 
spirit, can doubt It? 
If faith, grit 


and determination can overcome the 
passive 'resistance of nature he will 
overcome. He has conquered a conti- 
nent, won in. five wars and for the first 
time In history has made representa- 
tive government 
a shining success. 


What is the mere constructing of a ca- 
ual fifty miles long to compare with 
those larger accomplishments? 
Of 


course he will win. The American peo- 
ple are a unit on this undertaking, and 
when the American people unite oppo- 
sition might as well get out of tbe 
way. This Is not boasting; it is simply 
the will and tbe consciousness of 'abili- 
ty to perform. The Panama canal will 
be built. 
The nation Is pledged to 


reach that goal. It has set Its hand to 
the task, and every American should 
have too much pride In his country to 
see It fail. 


World's Great Highway. 


Almost since the discovery of tho 


new world men have dreamed of unit- 
Ing tho two oceans. The scheme was 
definitely broached In the early part of 
the sixteenth century. Now, in the be- 
ginning of the twentieth, the thins is 
to be clone. A problem largo enough to 
engross tho attention of men for 400 
years is large enough for a great nation 
to undertake. A result that will bene- 
ficially affect the commerce of the en- 
tire earth'1 is sufficiently important that 
no possible effort should be neglected 
for 
Its accomplishment 
Prophetic 


minds have foreseen that some day, 
and no very distant day at that, the 
greatest civilization the world has 
known Is to fringe tho shores of the 
Pacific. That ocean, rather than the 
Atlantic, is to be tho world's great 
highway. Tho Panama canal will be 
the gate to the Pacific, and with its 
completion it will open tbe door to a 
new era. 


These are tbe larger aspects of the 


case, and a thing is never really seen 
until it is seen at its best. It is from 
.tills higher viewpoint that tho Ameri- 
can people should behold tho under- 
taking. The vexatious details of sani- 
tation, engineering, shaping of rivers 
and digging the waterway must of 
course 
be encountered. - But 'these 


should never obscure from our sight 
tbe final goal. This is really a great 
thing we have set out to do. It will 
benefit all mankind. It will be a mile 
post In history. „ It will make for the 
future. What are a few comparative- 
ly small obstacles that they should 
stand in the way of this larger good?

neighborhood of 300 • feet above the 
level of tho. sea. Tho French cut down 
about half of the way, and<the Ameri- 
cans have taken up the work where 
they ieft off. Now all this may look 
easy on paper, but that first 150 feet 
exhausted the French nation—or that 
and the climate and the grafting alto- 
gether did It—and that was the least 
difficult end of the work.

Then there has been all'tlie French 


machinery, much of which'had been al- 
lowed to-rust and go to ruin,' to reno- 
vate or throw into the scrap .heap, as 
tbe case-seemed to warrant. In addi- 
tion to ail of. this, tliere has been an 
immense amount of surveying to do. 
All these different departments of tbe 
work arc organized, and immense prog- 
ress lias been made under each head. 
Taken all in all, there Is nothing dis- 
couraging In tbe situation up to date. 
Tbe only things that can defeat tbe 
work or very materially retard it ai'o 
red tape and grafting, and the presi- 
dent has shown a very vigorous tend- 
ency to discourage both. He seems to 
tb'ink that the only way-to dig a canal 
Is to dig It, and as he is the boss of 
tbe whole Job it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that the dirt will fly. 


About Fifty Miles Long. , 


Tbe canal winds somewhat-and Is 


forty-five miles-'in length. 
With the 


dredging in itho' sea It -will be, about 
fifty miles all - told. 
So fnr as tbe 


plans have'been perfected, It will.prob- 
ably be 130 ifcot wide at the bottom 
and at least'forty feet deep. .If twtli 
at the sixty foot level several locks 
will be necessary. 
If at sea level one 


lock only' will be required^ This one 
.lock, which will be near tbe Pacific 
entrance, will be for the purpose of 
shutting out tlie hlph tides on the Pa- 
cific side, the variation 'there being 
twenty feet as against only about four 
feet on the Athintic side. 
The two 


entrances to the big ditch will be near

is being lost, 'and Uncle Sam can hear 
tho evidence and arguments of the en- 
gineers, after-which he can render his 
verdict. 


Many Dams to Be Built. 


The cut through tho mountains is. on- 


ly a small part of tho work. In addi- 
tion, many dams have to bo made, and 
one river that occasionally goes ori a 
rampage will either have to be domes- 
ticated or persuaded to go in some oth- 
er-direction. 
One proposition- Is to 


dig a tunnel through the mountains 
and make this river run into the other 
ocean. But, tlicn, turning an adult riv- 
er from one ocean,to another is only a 
trilling proposition for your Uncle Sam- 
uel to tackle. 
As for tlie dams, the 


contemplated one 'at Bohlo is to be 
abandoned, for the simple reason that 
bedrock is'a couple'of hundred feet 
farther down than was imagined, and 
a dam that is not founded on %he eter- 
nal rock Is like the house .built on the 
sand. It would fall, and great would 
be the fall of It. 


One of the chief difficulties with 


which tho French had to contend was 
tbe'climate. Panama is hot, malarial, 
damp, discouraging and generally a 
tough proposition for civilized white 
men to run up against. As for tlie na- 
tives, they are used to it, and they are 
go "generally no account that it does 
not much matter as to them. They are 
too lazy to dig a ditch even for 'sew- 
age, much less a ship canal. 
So it is 


absolutely necessary for Anglo-Saxons 
to do the work or at least to oversee it. 
As before stated, It was tbe climate 
and' grafting that queered the French. 
But what is climate to a Yankee? If it 
does not suit him he makes it over. 
This is what he has been engaged in 
Ooing at Panama. True, tho sun is as 
hot as over, but it is hot the sun that 
kills. It is the bad water, the unsani- 
tary conditions, the failure to take pre- 
cautions iu safeguarding health. Those 
tilings the Americans are in a fair way 
of overcoming. First, they have done 
what it never eeoms to occur to a
